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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 22-57 are currently pending in the instant application. Claims 22-57 stand 
rejected for being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 U.S.C. 25 1 . Claims 22-57 
stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Claims 22-57 have been canceled and 
claims 58-74 are newly added. Applicant respectfully traverses the rejections in their entirety for 
at least the reasons given below. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 251 

Claims 22-57 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 for being based upon a defective reissue 
declaration. Applicant has filed a supplemental reissue declaration herewith to correct the 
defects present in the previously filed declaration, rendering the Examiner's rejection moot. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph 

Claims 22-57 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. Applicant traverses the rejection in its entirety, 
however in an effort to expedite prosecution, Applicant has cancelled claims 22-57 and added 
claims 58-74 which more positively recite Applicant's invention, rendering the Examiner's 
rejection moot. 
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CONCLUSION 

Having responded to all objections and rejections set forth in the outstanding Office 
Action, it is submitted that the currently pending claims are in condition for allowance and 
Notice to that effect is respectfully solicited.
